RESULTS EXPECTED. 


London, Nav. 21 
The plenary session of the In- 
dian Round Table Conference was 
ended by the Prime Minister to- 
day, shortly bofore midday, ‘te on-

Throughout the diacussions the 
speeches were marked by an ex- 
tremely high level, and it‘ta gen- 
erally felt they have served the 
purpose of clarifying the situn- 
thon, The enuncintion of the wil- 
IIngness of the Stites in trenty 
relationship with the British’ Gov- 
ernment to consider an All-India 
Federation scheme nas been per-

The Premier'y Speech, 


The yeneral discussion of con- 
atitutional dssups, which began, an 
Monday, ended to-day with a speech 
by the Prime Minister, Mr. Ramaay 
MacDonald, who said it Waa hia 
duty to survey the field as it: fs 


all, for the first) time, gathered 
together, and had reached ami 

atone that indlented on diferent 
fiture from what the past bad been, 

"You have listened to those 

magnificent speeches, so Tull of 
promise, of the Princes, You have 
listened to speeches from — repre: 
sentatives: of practically every in 
terest, community and differing 
group in [ndla, You  bave done 
more, You have listened to a 
charming new voice which in itself 
marks something great and tnost 
significant 4n the evolution of 
Indian self- xovernment-—the voice 
ofthe women of India, This, then, 
is recognition of status. This re- 
cognition made here never ean be 
departed from. It #4 impossible to 
xo back, to pass the pen through the 
last four or five days and declare 
i never existed, 

“We have listened to remarkable 
speeches displaying the mind of 
India-—speeches when differences 
were declared, not,,meant to send 
us all away, You home to India and 
we back to the Commons, full of 
despair, but meant to bring us face 
to face with the facts so that they 
may be overcome nnd fitted into the 
system of agreement.” 

Mr, Sastri, he said, had candidly 
admitted a change of opinion, and 
he was not the only man to do so 
within the last few days.

The Minorities. 


Addressing the delegates ‘of the

“We are not here for a debate,” 
he continued.

We are not recorders of tho past 
but custodians of the future. ‘The 
policies of 1800 pursued by us and 
by every othor nation wore pretty 
much the samc. The policy of 
1930 depends © upon ‘the situntion 
which han been Grented by the pass. 
ing of the, years since then.” 

It was untrue to say the Govern- 
ment wished to yo back on 
what had ‘been accepted by them 
as pledges between, say 1917 and 
the present. “The Government 
has accepted overything that has 
beon officially anid. This confer- 
ence has been called because we 
accepted it. At ita mectings {ft 
will have proof t¥at we menn to 
carry Jt out.” 

They thad to face practical re- 
quirements, and not be put off by 
difficultics. They had now the 
same type ‘of problem, both in 
thinking and practical action, 
which they had to face at the re- 
cent Imperial Conference: 1926 
had mado'o great declaration and 
1930 had put content into that de- 
claration, That wag the position 
they wero in, 

As men of knowledge and ex- 
perience who had thought out pro- 
blema, they ‘had to sit toxether full 
of the preliminary necessity of 
facts and find a way through, so 
that they might see their actions 
fructify in the peace. and happi- 
nesy of thelr people. 


Emerging of Status. 


Whit, he asked, had emerged 
from this? First of al) atatua had 


lations of active co-operation be- 
tween them, in which the part of 
the delegations from India was as 
conapicuous ax their own. In the 
second place, the speeches have been 
extraordinarily practical. 

The problem of reserved  sub- 
jects—and every apenker had aatd 
that problem muat be faced—was 
the problem ‘of how things were 
to be fitted into the vonditions 
which exist without atabilising or 
ossifying those conditions, It was 
an honest study, as between re- 
ponsiblo men, of facts relating to 
conditions in India and to public 
opinion here. They hnd to re- 
cognise the objective and not mere- 
ly the subjective nature of their 
task. 

“This is.another point. ‘The de- 
claration of the Princes has revolu- 
tionized the situation,, The 
Princes, saying what they have 
suid, have at once not only open- 
ed our vision and cheered our 
hearts, and let ua lift up our eyes 
and see the glowing horizon, but 
have simplified our duties. The 
Princes have given’ a most sub- 
stantial contribution in opening 
up the way to a really, united and 
federated India.” 


A New Contribution, 


Finally, the conference generally 
had made a4 great contribution 
here to the style of architec-

The Practical Points. 


Proceeding, Mr. MacDonald = re- 
ferred to the practical points 
which had occurred to him during 
the discussion—the nature of the 
component units to be fitted into 
the scheme of federation, the 
nature of the central co-ordinat- 
inx structure, the relations of it 
to the States, the provisions neces- 
sory to secure willing co-operation 
of the minorities and special in- 
terests, and the subjects with 
which the general structure would 
deal, and in general jts powers, 
functlons and responsibilitics. 
Good debating speeches woukl not 
carry them over those problems. 

“Your problem, and my problem, 
is to sit down together and supply 
practical answers to those ques- 
tions which can be embodied in an 
Act. of Parliament. -The constitu-

Work for Committees. 


On leaving the chair, 80 that the 
plenary conferchee might resolve 
into committees, the Premier said 
that In the work of those com- 
mittees they had the best will, not 
only of His Mujesty’s Government 
but of the .

Not much has been henrd fn 
Hongkong, for some years past, of 
constitutional reform. None the 
less, the public will doubtless have 
lvarned with interest that the ques- 
tion is being raised in the Straits 
Settlements, where a demand has 
sprung up for Oficial and Unofficial 
equality In both the Executive 
and Legislative Councils, the Gover- 
nor to have the casting vote in each 
instance. The direct clection of 
Unofficial members is also urged, in 
place of nomination, and for this 
purpose # Panel of Voters has been 
sugested, to consist of British sub. 
jects. The presumption is that all 
people born in the Colony would be 
regarded as eligible for the vote, 
provided they came within one or 
other of the suggested groups. 
The classification, especially when it

various callings, is a trifle puzzling, 
the more so seeing that one of the

“Ratepayers.” should 


have thought this was a case in 
which the larger included the lesser. 

Except that it is an interestiuy 
indication of the -spirit of the 
times, we are not concerned with the 
Singapore movement. It serves, 
however, as a reminder that Coun- 
cil reform) in Hongkong ‘is long 
overdue. .

"We cite these Instances to show 
that even In Crown Colonies which 
aro far more backward in develop 
ment than Hongkong, the public has 
a direct interest in government. 
Here in thia Colony, our UnoMcials 
are either nominated by the Gover- 
nor or elae selected by privileged 
bodies. This system, we stiggest, 
fs absolutely out-of-date. Apart 
from the question of an Unoffictal 
majority, of which we are not great- 
ly enamoured, ratepayers | surely’ 
should have the right to choose thelr 
own representatives. We are awnre 
that the selection of an npproprijate 
electorate might present difficulties, 
but these are not by any means in- 
supernble. We have the systems in 
vogue in other Crown Colonies as 
an example of what cauld be one, 
or even the existing electoral roll

the backwash is no doubt to be 
found in the fact that the public 
has been quiescent on the matter, 
So Jong as that attitude remains, 
we cannot hope for-any change. 
Past experience in other Colonics 
has shown that concessions to 
popular demands — have only been 
secured by vigorous representation. 
We ure told that communities every- 
where usually yet the Government 
they deserve. Another way of ex- 
pressing this thought would be to 
aay they will only get the full mea- 
sure of reasonable control of ther 
own affairs by asking for it. Hong- 
kong has suffered by its silence. If 
it made ita demands sufficiently 
strong to be heard in the right 
quarter, and if these demands were 
reasonable in character, there’ would 
be some hope of much overdue re- 
forms being instituted. 


Strikes in the Offing. 

A position of acute diMculty in 
relation to wages appears tea be 
developing simultaneously in the 
railway and mining industries and 
Britain will be fortuhate if it 
esenpes serious atrikes jn the next 
few weeks. In the mining indus- 
try. the clash will come over the 
extension of svorking hours by 
thirty minutes daily, In York- 
shire and a arge part of the Mid- 
lands, where the underground 
working time is unchanged by the 
Conl Mines Act, there ik no sign 
of trouble, but in South Wales 
and Scotland, there is “deepening 
apprehension, and. the Labour 
organ, the Daily ‘Herald, quite open- 
ly forecasts a strike.

HOW TO DRIVE. 


Steering Wheel Truths.} 


{By Capt. Woolf Barnato.} 


Some people, however long their 
experience of driving might be, will 
never develop the most important 
factor in driving, and that is ‘‘road J. 
sense,” mostly because they do not 
know what “road sense” really is, 

I have often been asked to de- 
fine the term, not an easy Matter 
without becoming excessively volu- 
minous. As a Short definition I 
should explnin it as the art of mak- 
ing your passengers feel a sub- 
conscious sense of securitv. 

To do this at speeda either fast 
or slow one must study the factors 
which govern this ability. In my 
opinion these factors are: 

Sense of judgment. 

Cornering. 

Gear-changing. 

Knowledge of trafile types 

Knowledge of road conditions 

Balance. 

Accelerator control. 

Brake application. 

Anticipation. 

Mechanical knowledge. 

Self-control. 

* . 
. First, sense of judgment. By 
this I mean a sense of judgment of 
both distance. and speed. This 
really cun only be acquired by ex- 
perience, , 

Some people naturally have better 
judgment than others, and there- 
tore will profit by experience more 
quickly, But no matter how much 
experience you huve had your men- 
tal judgment of speed should never 
be relied upon to tov great an ex- 
tent. You have instruments on 
your var which are there for. re- 
cording your speed and do not vary 
as might your mental computation 
of miles per ‘hour, ; 

You mony quite well ask why 
shoud your judgment alter? Sut- 
ficient to sny that it does, even with 
the most experienced drivers, 
because after travelling at 
high speed for. any length 
of time you lose your sense 
of speed. Dropping down to 
60 after a spell around the 90's feelg 
jike.26, and ‘you would probably be 
very indignant if- a , policeman 
‘stopped you for driving too fast.

Once he has started to take his

MOTORING ON FUEL OIL. 


Diesel Engine’s Performance on 
ae English Roads.

it has become a practicable power 
unit.

of water, Perhaps even hia détes- 
tation of rehool and his mixery 
avhile he was there were merely the 
restless strugglings of his geniur 
to exvapo into those perilous seas 
in which he is most at home, 

Readers of the “News Chronicle 

recently had the stery of how this 
il-eduented and incompetent boy 
Jnid the foundations of one of the 
cmost remarkable careera in the 
history of modern England, and 
now the full story is published in 
book form with the title, “My Early 
Lifes’ it is an” extraordinarily 
exciting and high-spirited narrative, 
written In the exultant mood) of 
Stalky’s wiererys: UP gloat.

Opinions will differ ag to whether 
Mr, Churchill owes more to luck or 
tu pluck in his astonishing carver, 
That be waa dueky in betiys horn 
into a great English family and 
into a world of powerful friends is 
obvious, but all the luck in’ the 
world does not make a Winston 
Churchill, Mr. Churchill 
he is today first of all, not 
he isthe gon of the Lord Randotph 
Churchill, but because of his fear- 
lessness, his boyish  adventurot 
ness, and his indomitable — will- 
power. Mr. Churchill entered upon 
life as though he were entering for 
an obstacle race in which life and 
limb must be risked, and his heart 
rose with the risks.

* Mr. Herbert Morrison, the Minis-. 

ter of Transport, in a speech nt 
n dinner of the London Under- 
ground and Omnibus Joint Com- 
mittee of the Railway Clerks’ As- 
sociation, dealt with the Govern- 
ment's proposals regarding Lon- 
don passenger transport. 


He expressed his gratification at. 
the friendly reception the Govern- 
ment's proposals on London trafiic 
had received; not’mercly In Labour 
quarters, but generally. He had 
frankly broken away, as he be- 
lieved the Labour Party would 
have to do in nearly all big trad- 
ing undertakings, from the old 
conception of direct State or 
municipal manigement on depart- 
mental lines. 


The old idea In the provision of 
London trafhe facilities waa to 
leave it: to individual competitive 
undertakings to find out publle 
needs, and, {f meeting these necds 
was thodaght to be a proftable 
enterprise, to enter the fleld. It 
was also thought sound that if 
other private undertakings also 
started services in competition, it 
wha to the good, because — this 
meant plenty of transport and cut 
competitive fares. We had moved 
far from those old ideaa and had 
come to rentise, particularly in 
enaes like the greater London area, 
that it was necessary to regard 
passenger transport ng a whole, to 
sce that the service was adequate 
and effective to meet public needs 
and at the game time to avold the 
provialon of wasteful services and 
commercial failure. 


There must be contact with 
public opinion, but the policy

The Ren? Stanley Baldwin. By 
Wickham Steed. Nisbet and Co. 
Ts, Gd. net. ; : 

Writing, “as a journalist who 
has never been hampered by 
alleginnce to any Party,” Mr. 
Wickham Steed has produced—- 
with a journalist’s flair for the 
right moment—an oxtremcly able 
and well-written atudy of © Mr. 
Stanley Baldwin. 

It fs, in effect, n survey of the 
politics of the last ten years, most 
nptly documented, and = informed 
hy that inside knowledge of affairg 
which the author enjoyed as 
Editor of the Timex during the 
period Immediately following the 
War, “In there on Baldwin 
enigma?” is the text on which Mr. 
Steed expatiates. His own an- 
awer to that question ia emphatical. 
ly allirmative: but he fs content to 
provide the clues without attempt- 
ing the solution. 


Mr. Bonar Law's Confidences, 


The most interesting chapter of 
this book is that which deala with 
the break up of the Conlition and 
Mr. Bonar Law’s acceptance of tho. 
Prime Ministership In u Conserva- 
tive Government. Mr. Steed, who 
was in Bonnar Law’s confidence, 
thus relntes a critical converan- 
tion between them: 

“Hoe would not think 
of leading bis Party against the 
Government unlesa the doctors 
would give him a clean bill of 
health. When they had examined 
him, he told me, they thought him 
good for a year at least, perhaps 
for two; and, on the atrength of 
their opinion, he said he would 
necept the Jeadership of the Party, 
and, if necessary, the office of 
Prime Minister, for a twelve- 
month, ‘It would not be honest,’ 
he added, ‘to let the Party imagine 
that I could carry on indefinitely, 
so I shall tell them that I will 
take the leadership for one year 
only.” ‘That is exnetly what_you 
must not do,’ [ answered, ‘Take 
the Jendership, become Prime 
Minister, and then, if you are run 
over by an omnibus in six months’ 
time, it won't matter. Somebody 
clae will take your place. But if 
you say: Gentlemen, I will lead 
you for one year only; a twelvo- 
month hence the mantle of Elijah 
will be up for auctlon—they will 
atart bidding for it straight away, 
and you will not know whothar 
you are on your head or your 
heels.’ He saw the force of this 
reasoning, and on nccepting the 
Party leadership promised to: hold 
it as long ag health and strength 
should permit.” . 


.Plans That Failed. 


Mr, Steed addy a significant 
footnote to this incident: 

On Curzon ,he relied for the 
cireumspect manngement of for- 
eign affairs; but before six months 
were over he confessed that he 
had never imagined Curzon would 
be su bad n Foreign Secretary. He 
knew he could not count upon the 
support of the “Rothermere 
Press," for he had rejected Lord 
Rothermere’s terms. On this point 
documentary evidence may exiat, 
possibly in the keeping of Lord Be- 
averbrovk, (Our italics.) 

Another - interesting epiando 
which Mr. Steed revenls is that, 
just before the election of 1924, 
thera were active influences which 
favoured the revival of the old 
Conlition Government based upon 
a Middle Party, and that plans 
for something moro substantial 
than a shadow Coalition Cabinat, 
had alrondy been made, Accord- 
Ing to theso plans, Sir Robert 
Horne was to be Prime Minister 
after the General Election. ....

The derailment occurred bo- 
tween Hwangtu and Anting, and 
was followed by wild scenes as

READY FOR THE 
FLOODS. 


PROGRESS OF DEFENCE WORKS, 


Though no one can forotell what 
an English winter wil) bring forth, 
the risk of a bad flood in the 
Thames Valley is probably leas 
than In any previous year, 

To take the supreme factor first 
——the weathor—it is rensduring 
thatthe rainfall] in 1930 has come 
in ita usual orthodox quantitics; 
measurements have closely fol- 
lowed the average. Last year, it 
may be remembered, the rain, 
which had held off through the 
summer, spouted a deluge during 
November and December, with the 
result that tho Thames. waa 
already swollen and threatening 
before Christmas. 


Next, there is the defence work 
which has been accomplished dur- 
ing the Inet six or seven montha, 
In May the London County Council 
served .notices on the owners af 
some 46 miles of riverain. property 
within the County of London, re- 
questing them to submit plans for 
raising their frontages by heights 
varying between one and six 
fect. | was informed that a 
great proportion of the negotin- 
tions between the Council and the 
riverside owners haa been carried 
through, that many achemea have 
been submitted by one side or the 
other, and that a good deal of con- 
structive work has been done. 


Garden Bank Raised. 


One examplo of quick action has 
been furnished by Hurlingham 
Club, where for 600 yards the bank 
of the gardens has been rained 
conaldernbly above the required 
level, thus ‘giving Fulham an im- 
pregnable margin of safety. An- 
other example, not so quick, js the 
Terrace of the Houso of Commons, 
which needs to be raised by sbout 
one foot, but which, according to 
the Office of Works, “has no chance 
of being reconstructed this win- 
ter.” As water han only once In- 
vaded the precincts (in the great 
flood of 1928) since the Houser of 
Parlinment were built, the Depart- 
ment feels fairly secure, and Is 
going quietly on with the finals, 


Next, again, there are the dredg- 
ing, widening, and improvements 
being undertaken by the Thames 
Cdhsorvancy between Teddington 
and Weybridge at a cost of £300,- 
000. When the alterations are 
complete in 1932 there should be a 
lowering of flood time levels be- 
tween Teddington and Shepperton 
of from one to three feet. 


The Conservancy echeme is 
correlated with the Surrey County 
Council’s deepening and straight- 
ening of the Wey, on which work 
began recently. The Wey, re- 
presents nbout one-tenth of the 
Thames watershed area, and 
when it has been “improved’— 
which ia not the word used by 
those who care for the green, 
winding peace of the little stream 
—it will send into the Thames one- 
tenth more than its former volume 
of water. 


Work for Three Dredgers. 


Natnrally, the Conservancy ‘ are 
bef careful to see that the par- 
ent river shall be enlarged in good 
time to receive the more generous 
yifts of -its tributary. A map of 
the course between ‘Teddington 
and Weybridge shows half-a-dozen 
points at which the banks are be- 
ing cut away; three of the weirs 
are being enlnrged—at Tedding- 
ton, Ash Island, ‘beyond Molesey 
Lock, and above Sunbury; and the 
big bends nt Halliford and Shep- 
perton are being relieved by a 
flood channel, running from above 
Walton Bridge to a point below 
d'Oyley Carte’s ialand, that is to be 
a hundred feet wide and will serve 
as n useful short cut for barge 
traffic.

IRVING'S “CRIMES AGAINST

‘|MR. CRAIG AND STAGE. 


In the. Index to Mr. Gordon 
Craig's — widely-discussed book: 
"Honry Irving” (Dent, 168. net) 
thera Ia-a special line “Shaw, 
Enemy. of the Theatre, 108," be- 
sides many other references un- 
der “George Bernard Shaw.” Many 
of tho reviewers of the book have 
criticised Mr, Craig's references 
to Mr. Shaw, and In the followlnyz 
interview with Mr. G. W. Bishop, 
Mr. Shaw himself replies to some 
of the chargea that have beon 
brought against him” 

Among other things, Mr. Craig 
stntes that “Mr, Shaw has always 
been a sin enomy to the Thea- 
tre, and one who jnnocently bears 
false witness nyainat most 
artists.” Elsewhere he says, “1 
have read things, by dramatle cri- 
tiea, by Mr. George Bernard Shaw, 
for example, which prove that Mr, 
Shaw snow nothing at all—n 
Deeause he was no actor, ainly 

Jno artist, and quite unconcerned 
by the many little things #o much 
Joved by the wise.” There isa 
chapter to prove that “Phe Bellis” 
fy “ao much better than a good 
nlay by Me. Bernard Shaw," who 
it in admitted, ‘writes a play 
moderately well.” Mr. Shaw is 
nlvo criticised for “showing ‘oit" 
fn the atage directions, which was 
one of the reasons that Irving re- 
jected “The Man of Destiny 

Irvinge rejected the play 

was, ofter all, only a curtain: 
raiser-—and he rejected it he- 
cause, by putting im all the 
stage directions (most of them 
tuken from things that he had 
xeon Irving do), Shaw positively 
bored Irving -aa was to he exe 
pected. 


“Well, Mr. Shaw, what have you 
to say to Mr, Gordon Craig’s book? 
Do you plead guilty to being the 
cnemy of the theatre? Did you 
hate Irving because he refused 
you when you wanted him to pro- 
duce ‘The Man of Destiny’? Did 
you steal his stage business for 
your stage directions? What did 
you do to Mr, Craig to make him 
so angry with you? How did you 
get on his nerves?" 

These ace some of the questions 
I fired al Mr, Shaw in a long talk 
al his flat on Friday. 

“Phat is rather a large order, 
isn’t it? However, 1 will try to 
answer some of your conundrums. 
Vo Mr, Craig Iam the enemy of 
the theatre because the thentre, 
as he conceives it, i nothing but 
the old Lyceum Theatre under 
Irving's actor-management; and I 
was certainly the, implacable 
enemy of that, though To did my 


repertory—over 
businosa of tripping up, the 
ateward, brenking the actor's 
nerve purposely, and keeping poor 
Mr. Craig tumbling on the floor 
for half an hour. Jf o producer 
in my employment spent more 
than half a minute on such a de- 
tail, I should conduct him politely 
to the door and advise him to 
change his mistaken profession 
for that of a boxing referee. 
mee 

“As to the netor, if he wore 50 
Insignificant a to endure such 
treatment he should never have a 
apeaking part from = me, But 
Irving’s object was not‘to teach 
his unfortunate employee how te 
trip up Mr. Craig, It was to un- 
nerve and discourage and’ degrade 
the man until be was incapable of 
playing: hia part with the author!- 
ty and viggur which it demands, 
and thug standing up to Irving in 
that stirring passage in the first 
net where Kent defies Lenr so 
splendid 

“And t exult, which fT remem. 
ber well, was the hopeless and 
disgraceful (uilure‘of the produc- 
thon, and the beginning of Erving’s 
downfall, He mutilated the play 
so denorantly and abominably that 
the critics, except the two or three 
who had never read Shakespenre, 
went about between the acta ask- 
Ing what the play was about, Kent 
played Hke a crushed super, 08 
Irving intended him to play; and 
the reat were just what Mr, Craig 
deseri ‘tablo legs,’ he calls 
them, with Mr. Craig's mother 
Fike ‘no benutiful flower on the 
table, desperately but vainly try- 
ing to keep up some semblance of 
acting, whilst Henry tottered 
round the stage ke some rare 


sort of very old cockatoo, pausing: 


ut the end of every six words to 
yet some wretched changling of 
his own In betweeh Shakespeare's 
lines.

“Howie by far the worst of 
Irving’s omuny crimes against 
Shukespeare — and — his © fellow- 
urtiata; and it gave him a push 
down Mil from which he never 
fully recovered, and which he 
richly deserved. The amazing 
thing ia that Mr, Craig, who des- 
cribes this so wonderfully,  de- 
trays no sense of its disgrace, and 
even leaves us ‘to infer that he 
admires it and considers the 
worrying of Kent a fine bit of pro- 
ducing—attention to detalls hand 
so forth—inatead of the piece of 
professional Dlackstuardism it ob- 
viously wie, As a eritie f had no 
merey for that sort of thing, When 


of an actor, who cares for nothing 
but the exploitation of Hip. own 
personality, 1 let him and the pub- 
fic know what 1 thought of it all, 
and foretold what the end of it 
would be. wot

“Mr, Craig thinks that I, a vory 
prominent theatre critic In those 
days, offered playa to manngers: 
that is invited bribes, I did no- 
thing of tho sort: I published my 
plays and offered them to nobody. 
They wero there on tho tablo 
a prendre ota taiaser. Irving mado 
me the usual offer to announce 
my play as nccopted by him, and 
place it on his slrendy well-stock- 
ed shelf ‘for future production,’ 
with, of course, any advance on 
account of author’a fees that 
might be convenient to me, Whon 
the expected change In my critic- 
isms did not take place my play 
waa withdrawn from tho Hat of 
future productions. It wan a pity 
ho did not venture: I could have 
got n fine performunce out of him, 
and incidentally taught him what 
real production and’ real team 
work mean in the theatre. 

“Mr. Craig, in his quaint inno- 
cence, thinks that Irving wag in- 
aulted by my stage directions, and 
that the stage business these Io- 
dicated was borrowed from Irving 
himself, That 9 would probably 
have flattered Irving enormously; 
but the truth is that the elaborate 
ktrokes with which Irving bullt 
up his parts—which, by the way, 
were always hia own inventlons 
and never those of the author— 
would have been of no use to any 
other actor, 1 of course annexed 
everything I could from every ace 
tar and actress who could teach 
me anything—-for instance, from 
Ellen ‘Terry; but. [rving’a — bust- 
ness was useless to me and, as a 
smatter of fact, J never saw him 
in any of the parts which Mr. 
Craig apecifies as having added to 
my bag of stage tricka, Why In 
nny case, Mr. Craig should dis- 
approve of my learning my busi- 
nesa in the theatre instead of in 
the air ia a queation which T leave 
him to answer,”

“Do you agree with Mr. Cralg 
that Irving was a very Brent ac- 
tor?” [ asked, 

“Or n sort, yes," Mr, Shaw re- 
plied. “But there are sorts and 
sorts, If you ask me whether J 
think Cagliostro a great man, I 
must admit that he was an extra- 
ordinary person, and undeniably 
grent in his line, which was im-

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posture. He wanted to be a great 
mugicinn; and he acted the part 
so well that he was widely accept- 
ed ag one. Irving was determined 
to be a great actor, and he acted 
the part so well that he imposed 
himself on us as one.- Mr. Craig, 
has brought out this with un- 
canny Hterary ability, though he 
is xo completely Irving's dupe that 
he cannot diagnose the symptoms 
he deseribes with such vividness. 
He points out that plays and fel- 
lcw-actors were nothing to Irving 
but’ necesstry apparntus for hls 
great imposture, and that he ruth- 
lessly mutilated and squashe 
and sacrificed them if they threa- 
tened to-go an inch beyond serving 
hia purpose. He was too self- 
centred and unlettered even to 
know that he had any other obliga- 
tons. 

“You cannot call such a man-— 
or. monster—a great actor or even 
fh great artist. He is almply a 
great egofst with an Imaginary 
ego, The .stage attracts these 
magiclana and  enchnntreases, 
these Caglostros and Circes. They 
and the authors nre always mor- 
tal enemies: thnt is why they pre- 
fer cither dend ones or nobodics 
whom they can impose on. They 
are yery fascinatingg persons, and 
bring a good deal of money Into 
the theatre treasury. They build 
up the atmosphere of romance 
which is #0 necessary to the thea 
tre; but behind the scenes the 
do nothing for anything but them 
selves. Their attitude towards the 
ploneers, the leaders of forlorn 
hopes, on whoin, after all, every 
step forward in the nrt of the 
theatre depends, is one of pure 
anobbery. They are nlways fifty 
yeara behind the times, like Irving. 
{i Irving hud been «a great man 
inatend of an extraordinary one 
he would have anticipated Poel 
and Granville-Barker, Antoine 
and Reinhardt, and played at least 
lbsen and Tolstoy if] and omy 
generation were foo hard for him 
to «wallow.

“Then you think Mr, 
swan ia a goose?” 

“No: it is Mr, Craig who ia the 
goose; and jt is part of his charm 
that he ia such a very silly goose, 
and glories so delightfully in his 
geosiness when he is not deserib- 
iny superbly what he has netually 
seen and felt, His vision amounts 
to genius: his judgment is infan- 
tile, It is idle to discuss whether 
Irving was n great actor. Read 
Mr, Craix’s book; and you will sce 
exactly what he wna though you 
wilt laugh at Mr. Craig’s valua- 
tion of him and his proceedings. 
But you must not react too strong- 
ly against the false valuation. 
When Irving's camouflages were 
shot away, and you got the real 
man by the collar, you certainly 
found a simpleton and an ignor- 
umus; but a man can be both and

not stupid: he had touches of sar- 

donic humour impossible’ to ‘a 

atupid-man; and his judgment of 

matters within his .ranke was 

both accurate and penetrating.”

“If ever there was 4 spoilt child 
in artiatic Europe, that child was 
Teddy Craig. The doors of the 
theatre were far wider open to 
him than to anyone else. Ho had 
only to come in.ns the others did, 
and do his job, und know his 
place and accept the theatre with 
all its desperate vicissitudes and 
poverties. and inadequacies and 
impossibilities as tho rest of us 
did, and the way would have been 
clear before him for all the talent 
he possessed. But that waa not 
what he wanted. He wanted a 
thentre to play with, as Irving 


‘played with the Lyceum: a thea- 


tre In which he could frame his 
pictures in the proscenium, and 
cnt the play to pieces td sult them, 
and forbid the actors to do any- 
thing that could distract the at- 
tention, of the audience from his 
pictures, or to move up the stage 
lest they should give away the 
sham of stage perspective. 


“Such theatres are not to be 
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had: that Is not what a theatro 
is for. So he had tp. bo contont to 
haye his pictures, nnd figures 
classed ug ‘good to steal from, un- 
Ul he found hia fect as a literary 
propagandist of pictorial art on 
the stnye, and-now at Jast, as an 
irresistible sort of goosc-genius in 
urtintic biography. and —wuto- 
biography. So please do all you 
cnn to go on exploiting that charm 
of his; ‘and Ict ua hear: no. more 
of the neglected fairy prince whe 
would have redeemed tho theatre 
from nothingness if only he had 
not been cruelly hindered by 
wicked people who-went in crude- 
ly and did what -came to thelr 
hand in-the theatre as best they 
could. ne

“And you defend your . stage’ 
directions in apite of his donun- 
ciations?” 
“They need 
you realise that my plays-are be- 
ing kept alive by desperate little 
bands of enthusiasts, mostly very 
poor, who perform them, in_ all 
sorts of out of the way valleys 
and villages, and pay me author's 
fees which sometimes do not. ax- 
céed ninepence? These+ people 
bave to buy my plays in the print- 
ed book, and get up thelr shows 
from the directions in them. 1 
have not only to give them. the 
necessary mechanical directions, 
but to do It without ever mention- 
ing the stage; for I_have to consi- 
der also my ordinary readera- who 
read as they read a novel, : For 
them I have had to write In des- 
criptions of my stage figures 
which, are not for the actor or 
netresa, but which must he there 
if the playa are to be readable. 
But | cannot think that Mr, Graig 
ever readn stage’ directions, I 
never do- myself.

OBITUARY. 


THE ‘PIONEER BRITISH 
WOMAN SURGEON. 


London, Nov. 21. 


Tho death has occurred of Dame} 


Mary Schariieb. . 

wMary Dacom) . Scharlieb (nee 
Bird),. the eminent British 
phyaicinn und nurgeon, was born in 
London in 1845, and educated at 
private “schools. ° 
Wm. Candler Bird. 

Marrying a barrister whose 
practice was in India, she accom- 
panicd him there and beeame in- 
terested in medicine, particularly 
in its relation to women. She took n 
course at the Madras Medien! Col- 
lege, receiving its diploma in: 1878. 
On her return to England soon 
afterwards she continued her 
studies at the Royal Free Hospital, 
London, and the School of Medicine 
for Women. Until a few years be- 
fore that time no women were al- 
lowed tu take medical degrees, but 
Elizabeth Garrett Anderson fought 
the British Medicat Counci) ‘and 
London University on the question 
nnd won. Mrs. Scharlicb was 
therefore able to take the M. B. and 
B.S. degrees in 1882. 


Won Distinction, 


She did so with great distinction, 

receiving the gold medal. and 
scholarship in’ obstetric medicine 
and honours in medicine, forensic 
medicine and surgery. 
"Next year she returned to the 
Madras Medical College as lecturer 
on midwifery and gynaecology, and 
way alao appointed an examiner at 
Madrna University, At that time 
qualified medical women were sul- 
ficiently scarce in India to cause, a 
great demand for thelr service am 
the treatment of Indian women. 
She was made medical superinten- 
dent of the Rayal Victoria Hospital 
for Caste und Gosha Women. 

In 1887 sht returned to London 
and was appointed a surgeon at the 
New Hospital for Women And Iec- 
turer on forensic medicine at the 
Royal Free Hospital, She teok the 
M. D. degree (London) in 1883, 
und {n 1889 wags made fenior sur- 
xeon at the New Hospital, 

In the next few yenrs she algo 
held a number of lectureshipa, in- 
cluding that on obstetrics az the 
School of Medicine for Women, She 
was one of the first to take the 
London degree of Master of Surgery 
- In 1896, A member of the Roval 
Commigsion on Venereal Diseases, 
she received the ©. BLE. for her 
services in 1916. 

Meanwhile she had given up her 
Idctareships, and in 1922 resigned 
her post at the New lHorpital. 
Four years later she was made a 
Dame of the British Empire. 

She wrote a number of valuable 
works on her own xpecinl lines of 
study.—Reuter and 1, B.S.

EUROPE'S FRAYED NERVES. 


‘ Europe, undoubtedly, ts suffer-| 


{ng rathor badly. fram nerves. 
Not ‘for yoars has there been so 
universal a fcoling of vague’ dis- 
quiet, amounting In some quarters 
to definite apprehension, that seta 
mon of aobor judgment ‘discussing 
in all serfousness the danger of 
war, says H, Wiluon Harris in the 
News-Chronitcle. : 


Does that danger really cxlst? 
If it doce, the best thing is to face 
dt at onco and take whatever stops 
mny ba. possible in time, Or is it 
merely an attack of nerves acizing 
a good many people im difforent 
countrica at ance? © 


A caso can be made for elther 
assumption, No one «ho aets out 
to look for danger-spots in Europe 
will be loft groping very long. 
There is the disturbing antagonism 
betwen France and Italy, deriving 
from causes It would take too long 
to analyre here. There ts tha 
traditiona] opposition _ between 
France dnd Germany, sharpened 
considerably in the Inst fow weeks 
by the reault of the German clec- 
tions. There is the sustained re- 
fusal of Germany to recognise hor 
eastern frontiers ax final, and. the 
peralstent concentration of atten- 
tion on the Polish Corridor. There 
are Italy snd Jugo-Slavia glower- 
Ing at ench other across the Adria- 
tie. And always there js the loom. 
ing mennce of Soviet Russia, 
Why No. War. 


Even that is not quite all the 
story, The economic outlook ia 
as bad aa tho political, or worae, 
and an economic breakdown ‘n 
this country or that may easily 
have serfous political repercus- 
sions. ‘Germany, for example, is 
to be loaded with fresh taxes to 
meet the Young Plan payments, 
when her unemployed total rans 
to somewhere near three millions. 
Suppose the Government cannot 
get the taxes paid. Suppose the 
attempt to carry them by the 
extra-Partlinmentary methet pro- 
vided by Article 48 of the Con- 
stitution is challenged, by the 
Hitlerites, as it very well may 
be; or suppose action, or oan 
imagined thrent of nection, by 
Germany's creditors in the event 
of hey default turned a | sudion 
population into an angry and do. 
fiant one. 


Well, that kind of supposition 
must be faced. But Eurdpe need 
not lot its nerves run away with 
it. The forces making fur peace 
deserve study as much ow those 
making for: war. The first place 
among the factors for peace Is the 
fact that, the quite incontestable 
fact, that the countries most pre- 
pared for war are the countries 
that least want war, 


They will not attack anyone 
themuyelves because they have no 
temptation to, und no one is very 
Ukely to attack them because they 
are too formidable as opponents. 


That assertion hardly needs de- 
fending. The broad  divisfon ‘in 
Europe to-day is‘ between the 
countries that want the peace 
treaties altered—~Germany and 
‘Hungary, and to a much _ lesser 
extent Austyia and Bulgaria—and 
the countries that 
maintained—France and Poland, 
Czecho-Slovakia, Jugo-Slavia and 
Rumania, And armed action is 
not to be looked for from Hungary, 
with the Little Entente States 
holding her at their mercy, or 
from a Germany which knows well 
that while the Locarno agree- 
ments stand aggressive action by 
her will bring into the ficld France 
at Poland’s side, and Britain most 
probably at France's. 


But what about Italy?) Or Rus- 
sla? Italy could not attack Jugo- 
Slavin without bringing in France, 
and in any case the declaration 
Signor Mussolini has moro than 
once made privately, that the de- 
mands of internal reconstructivn 
precludo all thought of war, still 
holds goad. In Russia’s case 
everything is being staked on the 
realisation of the Five Years’ 
paar and a war would be fatal to 

nt. 


The Other Side. 


There may be .other reasons 
than these for belleving Europe is 
not throntoned with imminent war, 
J think there are: the League 
Covenant and the Kellogg Pact are 
more than paper. ; But ‘these are 
the most obvious und in some ways 
the most convincing. But thet 
only micans that an armed poace 
will continue, ‘nd till, we got in 
disarmed’ peace’ the war manace 
will continus to impond, : | .
